Crumble Before 


Russian Power 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—(4)—Ger- 
many’s 1941 invasion line cracked 
today under the powerful impact 
of five Russian armies which cut 
the vital Bryansk-Kiev railway, 
punched out a six-mile gain to, 
ward Smo and crumpled 
Axis lines on a new 45-mile of- 
fensive front in the northern 
Donets basin. 

The swiftness of

The Ukraine bastion of Sumy 
and the middle Donets city of 
Lisichansk were among the im- 
portant localities regained, Moscow 
announced. 

Another victorious order of the 
day by Marshal Stalin which end- 
ed with the usual grim ultima- 
tum “death to the German invad- 
ers” and the daily communique 
announced the impressive Russian 
succegges. 

Nearly 250 cities and villages, 
many. of them rich strategic 
prizes, were recaptured along a 
600-mile front, making a total of 
nearly 550 in two days, said the 
communique, recorded by the So- 
viet monitor. 

Sumy, northern Ukraine indus- 
trial and rail center 100 miles 
northwest of Kharkov fell to the 
troops of General Wikola Vatutin. 
Its capture was announced by 
Stalin, who ordered another vic-

torious salvo from 120 guns at} 


Moscow to celebrate that victory. 


But even more important was 
the almost casual disclosure that 
Krolevets, rail city 25 miles north 
of Konotop, had been seized. That 
development climaxed a 130-mile 
drive west of Kursk to cut the 
Bryansk-Kiev railway connecting 
the German central and southern 
fronts. 

Krolevets’ capture was the 
deepest southern penetration yet 
made in the 1941 German lines 
established below Bryank a few 
months after the original Axis in- 
vasion. 

On the central front the Rus- 
sians were believed within 40 
miles of the Axis anchor at Smo- 
lensk, but in the south the Ger- 
mans appeared to be making their 
hastiest retreat. 

The coal and iron center of Li- 
sichansk fell to Russians plunging 
across the middle Donets river on 
a 45-mile-wide front. This Army 
also took Voroshilovs, Slavan- 
yoserbsk, Chistyakpvo, and other 
important points to imperil the 
German-held network of railways 
feeding the Donets garrisons.

Pension Applications 


Are Ordered Cleared

Steps to clear the state’s old-age pension rolls immedi- 
ately of the 5,000 pending applications—some dating back 
to 1937—were revealed yesterday in unprecedented orders 


from Director A. J. Hartley, 
Public Welfare, that “eligible 


of the State Department of 
persons be placed on pension 


rolls instead of behind long lines of applicants.” 


Declaring numerous eligible per-‘ 
sons should be getting help instead 
of waiting in line behind hundreds 
of applicants, Judge Hartley m- 
structed all county welfare direc- 
tors to bring their rolls up to date 
within 30 days. 

“A person should not have to 
wait two or three years, as some 
have done; to know whether or 
not he is eligible to draw a pen- 
sion,” Hartley continued. “All 
pending cases should be completed 
immediately so cases in the future 
can be investigated and cleared 
within 30 days’ time. I am asking 
the county welfare directors to 
concentrate on clearing up pend- 
ing cases, and to place everything 
else secondary to finishing this 


job.” : 
1,339 in Fulton. 

On August 20, the state had a 
total of 4,991 applications pending, 
welfare department figures show- 
ed. Of this number, 1,339 were in 
Fulton county. This meant that a 
person anplying for a pension here 
would become No. 1,340, and 
would have to wait a long time be- 
fore his application was consider- 
ed, it was pointed out. 

The instructions to county direc- 
tors went out a few days ago, 
Hartley revealed. Already, 125 
counties have pledged tp clear 
their pending applicatio before 
October 1. Thirty counties already 
have brought their work up to 
date 

Towards the end of his adminis- 
tration, former Governor Tal- 
madge announced a drive to clear 
the rolls as far as possible of pend- 
ing applications, but when Gov- 
ernor Arnall’s administration came 
in, welfare department records 
showed 9,870 persoris on the wait- 


ing list. 
30-Day Job. 

Since January, Hartley said, the 
list has been trimmed by 700 a 
month, leaving 4,991 on August 
20. The new instructions, the di- 
rector claimed, should wipe out 
the entire pending list within 30 

ays. 

Another waiting line that has 
been practically abolished since 
January is that of persons appeal- 
ing decisions of their county 
boards to the state board. Forty- 
three appeals were pending in 
January. Only three are pending 
now.

LONDON, Friday, Sept. 3.—(*) 
U. S. Flying Fortresses bombed air 
fields at Mardyck and Denain late 
yesterday and other battle planes 
ushered in the ‘fifth year of the 
war with further attacks on 
French. targets under the largest 
fighter cover used in air opere- 
tions so far in 1943, it was an- 
nounced today.

FDR Will Talk 
To 70,000,000 
On Bond Show 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(#)— 
About 70 million Americans will 
hear President Roosevelt open the 
$15;000,000,000 Third War Loan 
drive next Wednesday night. 

Speaking from Washington over 
a radio network that will embrace 
virtually every station in. the 
country, the Chief Executive is 
expected, the Treasury said, “to 
call fora rededication of America 
to the war aims of the United 
Nations and for maximum sacri- 
fice to hasten an early and de- 
cisive victory.” 

He will speak about 10 minutes, 
beginning shortly after 8:40 
o’clock, Atlanta time. 

$20,000,000 Show. 

The full-hour, $20,000,000 show 
will open from Hollywood at 8 
p. m., Atlanta time, with a series 
of sketches highlighting the war 
from Pearl Harbor to its present 
offensive stage. 

“In anticipation of an imminent 
invasion of the European con- 
tinent and the relentless pursuit 
of the Japanese aggressors from 
the South Pacific,” the Treasury’s 
announcement said, “the Holly- 
wood program will also carry a 
gayer note, reflecting the battle 
songs of the services.” 

Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
will present Mr. Roosevelt to the 
radio audience after greeting 
members of the Hollywood bond 
cavalcade who also will take part 
in the program. .

In addition to being carried on 
the four networks, the broadcast 
will be made available to all in- 
dependent radio stations.

Germans Hit Snag;

Dane King Has ‘Key’

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 2.—(AP)—Faced with a tough, re- 
bellious Danish population, the Nazis sought today to form 


an 18-man administrative council similar to that.set up in 
Norway in 1940 to enable them to step out of their role as 


military dictators of Denmark. 


King Christian, however, assur- 
ed of the absolute loyalty of his 
people, appeared to hold the key 
to the situation. 

Under the administrative coun- 
cil, the country would be gov- 
erned by a group composed of the 
present three directors general of 
the government, who are German, 
and 15 departmental chiefs who 
are now co-operating with the 
Germans pending further orders 
from King Christian, who is un- 
der guard at Sorgenfri castle. 

All indications today painted to- 
ward a pressing German desire 
to get out of the situation they 


‘got into when the Danes, battling 


them tooth and nail, forced the 
urgent dispatch of divisions of 
Nazi troops to bolster the occupy- 
ing garrisons. | 
Continue Home Policy. 

A spokesman for the govern- 
ment in Berlin told foreign corre- 
spondents the Germans had no in- 
tention of changing Danish home 
policy and wanted to keep all de- 
partments in Danish hands. 

Reports from the Free Danish 
Bureau in Stockholm said the Ger- 
mans were prepared to ask the 
King to approve the administra- 
tive council, 

This had its ironical side, for 
the Germans informed Christian 
on Sunday that his political func- 
tions were ended. Now, however, 
they are forced by the unity and 
loyalty of the Danish monarch’s 
subjects to return to him for ap- 
proval of any form of administra- 
tion they hope to get the Danish 
people to accept. 

Whether the Germans are will- 
ing to modify their still-drastic 
regulations in Denmark to an ex- 
tent acceptable to the King is 
problematical. 


King Awaits Proposal. 

Christian is not expected to take 
any formal stand until German 
General Hermann von Hannecken 
submits a definite governing pro- 
posal. And until the King makes 
his statement, Danes outside the 
country are not expected to make 
any further moves toward form- 
ing a Free Danish government af- 
filiated with the United Nations. 

In this connection, the action of 
Johan C. W. Kruse, Danish min- 
ister to Stockholm, who is reputed 
to have close personal connections 
with Christian, in declaring him- 
self independent of his Nazi-ruled 
country was noted here. 

Sabotage continued throughout 
Denmark today, but on a smaller 
scale than previously as the Danes 
hung to their passive resistance 
program, 

Air traffic was resumed be- 
tween Stockholm, Copenhagen and 
Berlin today, and refugees arriv- 
ing in Sweden said few if any 
Nazi soldiers could be seen pa- 
trolling the streets of Copenhagen.

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Mayor in Washington Seeking 
Atlanta Place in Aviation Sun 


Specia) to THE CONSTITUTION 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—-At- 
lanta’s Mayor Hartsfield saw gov- 
ernment officials here today and 


enlisted the aid of certain mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation in 
an effort to obtain War Depart- 
ment help in making the Atlan- 
ta airport “what it should be.” 

“Atlanta cannot fail to see that 
it was hr willingness to bring 
the railroads to her center which 
made Atlanta the great city she 
is,” said the mayor. “We must 
keep the railroads but we also 
must see that the future of trans- 
portation is the team of the rail- 
road and the plane and bus. The 
city without adequate plane serv- 
ice and airport terminals is go- 
ing to dry up and blow away just 
as did the towns which refused 
the railroads when they began to 
develop,” he said. 

“The Atlanta airport is one of 
the busiest in America,” said the 
earnest supplicant. Speaking to 
General O. P. Echol he said that 
“upward of 35,000 landings and 
take-offs each month” are chart- 
ed on the airport log. “Few Amer- 
ican airports can point to such 
use.” he said. 

The Atlanta airport allows the 
Army ‘ill use of the port at a 
rental of $1 per year. The ‘Army 
traffic is a large percentage of the 
total. The airport is vitally in 
need of longer runways. These 
are needed now. Ajirplanes are 
getting larger. 

“I saw the Associated Press 
story quoting an article by Gen- 
eral Arnold,” said Mayor Harts- 
field. “He was describing a bomb- 
er which will do miraculous 
things and which is much larger 
than any airplane now flying. 

“IT have talked with Army men 
and commercial airline men and 
they tell me that the huge bomb- 
ers of the war will] be converted 
into. passenger planes for the pe- 
riod immediately after the war. 
That will be while the companies 
are designing and making the 
great passenger ships of the fa- 
ture. These bombers, when con- 
verted, will seat about 100 per- 
sons. 

“I want the city of Atlanta to 
have an airport .-vhich will per- 
mit such ylanes to land in safe- 
ty and ease.

For Downing 2 Jap

Captain John Massey, Marine 
flyer and University of Georgia 


| graduate from Athens, got the Dis- 


tinguished Flying Cross for knock- 
ing down two Japanese bombers 
in one fight, but that’s not the 
first thing he remembers when 
looking back to his days in the 
Pacific. 

No, the main thing Captain 
Massey recalls is “the scaredest 
I’ve ever been in my life,” an in- 
cident involving a forced landing 
on the wide Pacific with only four 
more minutes of gasoline in the 
tanks. 

“That’s why I’m enjoying tak- 
ing this instrument flying course 
at the Naval Air Station here,” he 
quipped, “because, brother, I got 
lost that day and didn’t know 
where I was going or anything 


else.” 
No Experience. 


He still rates this his No. 1 ex- 
perience despite the fact that his 
squadron is credited with a feat 
no other can claim, the sinking of 
two Japanese destroyers with ma- 
chinegun fire. The planes of his 
squadron sent the destroyers down 
after pouring more than 20,000 
50-calibre bullets into them, 
has ever been done before or 
since.” 

Of the forced landing experi- 
ence, Massey relates: 

“We started to Guadalcanal 
from an island south of it. I was 
going to follow a buddy of mine. 
Then suddenly we went into a 
cloud bank. We came out and I 
discovered I was real close to him, 
so the next one we went into I 
eased back. I came out of that 
bank—it was black as hell—on 
my back and I couldn’t find the 
fellow I was following. 

Contact With Base. 

“I had radio contact with the 
base, but they couldn’t give me 
a fix. I flew around, hunting an 
island so I could land. With four 
minutes of gasoline left, I spotted 
land.

«Sikorsky Aircraft Concentrates On Combat Types

BRIDGEPORT, Conn.—In September, 1939, while Hitler was overwhelming 
Poland with his regimented Luftwaffe, Igor I. Sikorsky, father of helicopters in 
this country, made aeronautical history the American way. After having risked his 
time and reputation to design the helicopter, he risked his neck to test it in flight. 

It flew. A lifetime ambition was fulfilled. Individual initiative, backed by company 
resources, had proven the practicability of rotary-wing, direct-lift aircraft. And, at a 
crucial time in world history, a potential weapon was born for America’s armed forces. 

In May, 1941, the VS-300, Sikorsky’s first successful helicopter, stayed in the air 


for one hour and 32 minutes to smash all

Equipment Torpedoed, 
Service Men Carry On 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—Nazi subs 
sent a shipload of Hamilton Standard pro- 
eller equipment to the bottom of the Atlantic 
in February, 1942, but loss of tools and parts 
did not faze service men who went to Africa 
to keep the blades turning on the Allies’ bomb- 
ghters and transports, it was learned 
from four men who have returned to the home 
factory here. 

The propeller servicemen were part of an 
all-American industry repair team sent to the 
Douglas-built and operated Base 19, deep in 
Eritrea, 7,200 feet above sea level, 

The convoyed trip to the base was made 
despite constant submarine threats. At one 
port, Lord Haw Haw warned the Americans 
technicians to enjoy themselves because they 
would not get much further. Three days later 
their ships dodged torpedoes. 

They arrived in Eritrea early in March 
1942. But the Nazis had made good on part 
of their threat. A shipload of Hamilton 
Standard propeller maintenance eq¢ipment 
and tools rested on the bottom of the ocean. 

Not only were working conditions primi- 
tive, but living on the Eritrean base was no 
bed of roses. It rains all summer there. Dense 
wilderness closes in a few miles away. 

Leopards, hyenas and wild camels were 
daily in evidence, There were stories of work- 
ers being torn apart by angry baboons. 

Though they had nothing to work with but 
a few copies of service manuals and a scat- 
tering of pocket tools, the Hamilton Standard 
men set to work immediately to replace the 
torpedoed equipment. 

They utilized angle iron and scrap aban- 
doned by the fleeing Italians, who once oper- 
ated the field, With their own hands they 
shaped wrenches, slings, pliers, twisting fix- 
tures, and the many other tools needed to 
service a modern propeller. 

With rough tools and rule of thumb tests, 
the men had to use their wits and lots of 
elbow grease to service hundreds of propel- 
lers. Laborious hand filing and sanding was 
routine. Bent blades were straightened by 
main strength. If they broke, the Hamilton 
Standard men had some extra parts. 

For months on end, under the pressure of 
necessity, they managed to keep the blades 
turning on all the Fortresses, Warhawks, 
Skytrains and Skytroopers, Liberators, Hud- 
sons, Liberator Expresses and Lightnings 
that came their way.

Mr. Sikorsky points out that he began ex- 
periments in 1908. There were only two rea- 
sons his first helicopter, built in 1909, never 
flew.

Engine School Helps Officers 
Take Know-How To War Zones 


BRAINARD FIELD, Conn.—In North 
Africa, Alaska, Sicily, England and the Pa- 
cific—wherever Army, Navy and Marine air 
forces are operating—more than 1,700 officer 

raduates of an engineering school run and 
Ricmead by United Aircraft are transmitting 
the “know-how” of repair and maintenance 
to the men in the field. 

The Brainard Field training school opened 
less than a month after Pearl Harbor. United 
Aircraft felt that because many of America’s 
fighting planes would be powered with Pratt 
& Whitney engines or equipped with Ham- 
ilton Standard propellers, the company should 
train engineering officers in modern engine 
and propeller maintenance. 

So United Aircraft leased the largest han- 
gar at Brainard Field and converted it into a 
school capable of accomodating 300 student 
officers.

The course lasts eight weeks. Students may 
enroll in either squadron engineering or base 
overhaul, the former stressing problems of 
front-line operation.

The engines are Pratt & Whitney Wasps, 
Twin Wasps and Double Wasps taken 
directly from assembly lines. 

“That is one of the big advantages of our 
school,” Furlonge H. Flynn, assistant service 
manager of United Aircraft Service Corpor- 
ation, said. “The equipment they work on is 
the same as that which they will supervise 
at the fighting fronts.” 

Graduates of the school go into the field to 


become engineering officers of maintenance; 


and overhaul bases. 


At primary school, the cadet flies his first 
Navy ship, the Boeing Kaydet. He learns’ 
simple acrobatics, sky discipline, night and 
formation flying. 

The Navy’s exacting teaching methods 
were vindicated when {10 cadets, some 
their first solo, got caught in a severe rain 
squall.

Veterans Teach New Tactics 


Pilots who have been making simulated 
carrier landings in 600-hp North American 
Texans must now learn to do the same thing 
in Douglas Dauntlesses, Grumman Avene 
gers and Wildcats, and Vought Corsairs. 
Fighter pilots, direct from war zones, teach 
the maneuvers that helped them down their 
prey.

Somebody started it. Somebody was the 
first to whisper that fantastic lle about At- 
lanta'’s water which swept like an unchecked 
fire across the city on Tuesday night. 

That is certain. Such things do not begin 
spontaneously. There must be someone to 
send the absurd false rumor on its way. 

Of course, it was impossible that Atlanta’s 
water supply should have been poisoned, That 
just cannot happen, with the precautions which 
are constantly taken, 24 hours in each day, 
by the City Water Department. 

‘There are only three possible explanations 
for the starting of such a rumor. 

First, it may have been the work of @ 
moronic practical joker. It is hard to believe, 
however, there is any living person with so 
perverted a sense of miscalled humor. 

Secondly, perhaps it was the work of an 
active enemy agent among us. Some Nazi, 
disguised in ordinary civilian clothing, who 
is here to aid the cause of his master, Hitler. 

There is one other possibility. It could 
have been the work of a maniac In fact it 
bears definite indications of such origin. 

It was, in the outcome, harmless, but it 
should serve as an example to be remembered, 
by all of us, of the type of insidious assault on 
public morale which is just the thing Goebbels 
and his fellow gangsters desire. 

We should remember, too, that when we 
pass such a rumor along, we are, wittingly or 
unwittingly, serving the Axis and injuring our 


own cause.

Women’s Rights Amendment 

There is a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment now pending in the United States senate 
known as the “Equal Rights” amendment, It is 
sponsored by the National Woman's Party, 
which has advocated its passage since it was 
first introduced in congress in 1923. The present 
amendment has been revised and has reached 
the stage where it may be pushed for passage 
by the 78th congress. | 

However, even though it has the backing of 
one group of American women, there is a large 
and influential group of women’s leaders who 
are vigorously opposing its enactment. A letter 
sent to every member of the senate and house 
of representatives, asking that the amendment 
not be approved, bears the signatures of 80 
women leaders, ranging in occupation from 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt to Sadie Reisch, 
of the International Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union in Newark, N. J. 

It is significant that Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, veteran leader of the National American 
Woman's Suffrage Association, is also a signer 
of this anti-amendment letter. 

These who oppose the “Equal Rights” 
amendment do so on the argument that it 
would imperil many hard-won laws enacted 
to safeguard women as homemakers and 
mothers. “We oppose the so-called Equal 
Rights Amendment,” says the letter, “because 
it disregards the fact that while men and 
women are equal in right, they are not identical 
in economic and social function or in physical 
capacity.” 


In other words, the amendment would en-. 


danger legal safeguards already enacted for 
all women, based upon the mentioned differ- 
ences in function and physical capacity and 
would not affect the major inequalities in the 
economic and social status of the sexes, because 
most of these are more matters of tradition 
and custom than of law. 

Judging by the arguments presented in the 
letter of opposition, it appears that the pro- 
posed amendment contains disadvantages for 
women which far outweigh any possible advan- 
tages. 

With such opposition, it is unlikély the 
amendment will get very far in the congress.

The Un-American Way 

Business, properly engaged in a campaign 
to make the system of free enterprise recogniz- 
ed by all Americans as the American way of 
life, must properly frown on enterprise when 
it seeks to be too “free.” 

It is a well-known fact that commercial 
fishing and shrimping on Georgia’s coast has 
long been abused and, by and large, unregu- 
lated. The last legislature set up a Game 
and Fish Commission. That commission is 
seeking to make Georgia’s fishing, shrimping 
and oyster industry one which will endure 
and not selfishly be wiped out within a few 


 ~years. 


The state game and fish commissioner has 
brought action charging that commercial 
shrimping fleets have been fishing in the 
mouths and inlets of rivers and creeks, catch- 
ing millions of baby shrimp before they have 
a chance to attain their growth. 

Georgia's shrimping industry has been 
steadily deteriorating. That alone convicts at 
least some of those engaged of selfish and 
unregulated shrimping. 

A court fight has been initiated. 

It will be interesting to see how public opin- 
ion reacts to the problem. Shall Georgia’s 
fishing, oyster and shrimping industry be so 
“free” that it is cleaned up and dissipated, or 
shall it be subject to regulations such as have 
made-other coasta] states rich in income 

Can it be that the collection of tax on 
each boat (the custom in other states) has 
anything to do with it? 

Georgia’s future sea-coast prosperity is con- 
cerned with this indistry and if that future is 
at stake, there can be but one answer to forces 
which would defy regulation. 


The Living Blood 

Civilian defense workers in metropolitan 
Atlanta have begun a house-to-house canvass, 
seeking those who can give a pint of blood 
at the Red Cross donor center, to be turned 
into plasma and sent overseas where it will 
save lives of wounded American soldiers. 

Such blood is, literally, the blood that brings 
life instead of death to thousands of American 
wounded. Doctors with the armies have report- 
ed, without exception, that the use of this 
blood plasma in transfusions is among the 
most miraculous developments in life saving 
in the hospitals behind the battle lines. 

There is neither pain nor danger for any 
person of average health, in giving- a pint of 
blood to this cause. The blood taken is replaced 
by nature in a short time. 

On the first day of the Civilian Defense 
canvass, 435 donors were found and appoint- 
ments made for them at the Red Cross donor 
center. These appointments may be made for 
as late as 10 p. m. 

The men overseas are ready to pour out 
their lifeblood for the cause for which we fight. 
It is little enough for us to give a pint of blood 
for that same cause, when the giving in- 
volves such slight inconvenience. And we 
should always remember that the blood we 
give so painlessly, so easily, may well prove 
the veritable blood of life for some American 
boy wounded by the enemy we all fight.

WASHINGTON PARADE

NEW YORK ELECTION WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—New York 


has finally set the stage for a politi- 
cal contest between Democrats and Republicans in November which 
will be a curtain-raiser for the 1944 presidential election. 
Following a decision by the highest court of the state that a 
special election must be held to fill the office 
of lieutenant governor, made vacant by the 
death of the Republican incumbent, both major 
parties have now nominated their candidates. 
To make the setting perfect, the American 
Labor Party, which ordinarily polls about 400,- 
000 New Deal votes, has decided to cast its lot 
with the Democratic candidate, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral William N. Haskell, U. S. Army, retired. 
Had the A. L. P. insisted on putting up a 
candidate of its own the odds would have fa- 
vored the Republicans. But with the field nar- 
rowed to two contenders, and with the Demo- 
crats putting up a united front, the way is open 
: for a straightforward contest which should re- 
ieoge: veal the relative strength of the two major 
parties in the country’s most populous state. 


The significance of the contest lies in the fact the Republicans 
in November will face the same combination of voters they may be 
expected to meet in the 1944 presidential campaign. If they succeed 
in electing their candidate, State Senator Joe R. Hanley, the party 
may with some justice lay claim to carrying the state’s 47 electoral 
votes next year. If the Democrats win, they will be justified in 
making the same claims. 


KEY TO 1944 Now the party that carries New York state next 

year will, in all likelihood, win the presidential 
election. Conceivably, the Democrats might lose it and still win. 
But most observers agree at the moment the Republicans cannot 
elect the next president without it. 


Under the circumstances, it is only natural to expect national 
rather than local issues will predominate in the New York cam- 
paign. This, in fact, has already been foreshadowed by the great 
interest shown in the race by national leaders of both parties. 
Wendell L. Willkie, past Republican presidential nominee, has come 
forward with a pledge to actively support the G. O. P. candidate. 
Governor Dewey, of New York, has done likewise. 


On the other hand, both New Deal and anti-New Deal elements 
in the Democratic party have joined hands in putting up a solid 
front behind the Haskell candidacy. ‘Former National Chairman 
James A, Farley and Postmaster General Frank Walker, the present 
national party chairman, sat in on the conference which selected 
General Haskell as the Democratic candidate. 


The plea will be made by the New Dealers to elect General 
Haskell and uphold the hand of President Roosevelt, on the ground 
that a defeat for the Democratic party in New York, the President's 


home state, would be a shattering blow at his 1944 chances. 


The Republicans will urge Hanley’s election for the opposite

Ordinarily, of course, a race of the kind in New York would 
create no more than a ripple of national interest. The coming 
contest, however, has all the elements of a 1944 curtain-raiser. Con- 
sequently it will be watched with the keenest interest by all politi- 
cal-minded persons.

The line in- 
cluded many of the usual Com- 
munist types who are always on 
call to masquerade as workers of 
various crafts around the premises 
of institutions which are under 
pressure. The White. House was 
one of the institutions thus hon- 
ored a few years ago when this 
union was co-operating with all 
the other Communist organiza- 
tions to prevent the rearmament 
of the United States for war. 

The Communists saw the un- 
wisdom of the patrol in force 
when it was pointed out that this 
country is so hard up for mer- 
chant sailors that it has been 
necessary to turn over increasing 
numbers of our new freighters to 
the British, Norwegians and other 
maritime nations which, have a 
surplus of experienced seamen. 
Therefore, the parade has been re- 
duced to skeleton size at this writ- 
ing and Joe Curran, the presi- 
dent of the union, who was al-

The German divisions would be pulled 
out of all their many zones and thrown against the Russians.

In ny words, Mr. Churchill had given the Nazis a lesson in 
the art at which they believed themselves supreme—the gentle 
art of the double-cross, better known as “the works.”

One little country town of less than 2,000 people was hit hard by 
OPA rules. The town had three good grocery stores before the war, 
and all of them sold meat. They supplied not only the town people 
but the farmers in a radius of five or six miles. 

Within a year after Pearl Harbor, two of the stores had closed. 
In ordinary times that would have seemed a lucky break for the 
grocer who remained. 

But he couldn’t get supplies. The quantities he was allowed 
were based on the quantities he had bought before rationing began. 
And the OPA people in Washington were not impressed by the fact 
that two stores had quit. So the community lost two-thirds of its 
food supply. 

In another somewhat larger town in the same state, a man who 
foresaw present conditions decided to start a meat-packing business. 
Putting up a building and getting the necessary machinery and 
equipment required considerable time as well as capital, and meat 
was a luxury by the time he got started. 

Determined to stay within the law, he asked the OPA people for 
authority to butcher, and the state officials, while waiting to hear 
from Washington, gave him permission to kill a maximum of 50 
animals a week, 

Soon he was supplying his own town and three others of about 
the same size. In fact, he became their only dependable source of 
supply. 

Then at last a ruling came through from Washington. He was 
permitted to butcher three animals a week. There was no rule to 
cover his case, since he hadn't been in business in 1941, and this was 
a special dispensation. 

It was a death sentence. Even if he fired all his help, he 
couldn’t hope to make a living and pay his taxes. And it meant 
that four towns would do without meat. 

OPA follies have brought us close to disaster. Unless we can 
somehow obtain practical, common-sense, management of food pro- 
duction and distribution before another planting season begins, the 
disaster will become a reality. '

Kozak, of Carbondale, Pa., a waist 
gunner aboard a raiding plane- i- 
loted by Lieutenant Colonel an 
Bleyer, said the 20 men abo the 
two craft chose a herd’s death be- 
cause they knew that a successful 
raid would shorten the war. Both" 
planes had been hit and were 
smoking as they smashed into 
their targets. 

“I saw a Liberator rush in near 
us, wey heavily, almost out of 
control,” Kozak related upon his 
return to the United States. “I 
could see the pilot working the 
controls. He headed the bomber at 
a big refinery and dove into it. 
The plane, its crew of 10, and the 
refinery exploded together. 

“It was catastrophic. A minute 
later I saw another big bomber 
do the sam ing. It was farther 
off, flying for an important crack- 
ing plant. Smoke was trailing from 
that one, too. The pilot dove down 


into the cracking plant and blew 
it up.” 

He said 200 Liberators dropped 
600,000 pounds of bombs during 
the raid on the important Ruma- 
nian oil field and refineries, and 
“from what I know, not one bomb 
missed its target.”

“Bomber’s Moon,” current pro-

head of a Yugoslavian patriot was 
lifted by the handshake of a 


young Georgia officer, it was dis-. 


closed last night in a North Amer- 
ican Newspaper Alliance dispatch 
from somewhere in Sicily. 

The officer was Lieutenant Eu- 
gene Phillips, of Royston, who hit 
the news columns recently by 
leading the first patrol of Ameri- 
can troops into the Sicilian town 


of Messina. 
The gray-bearded,_ scholarly- 


looking man he rescued was Dr. 
Berislav Angelinovic, formerly on 
the staff of the Yugoslavian lega- 
tion in Washington, D. C., who, in 
the next few days following his 
deliverance, proved of inestimable 
value to the American octupation 
forces through his knowledge of 
the Italian language. 

The NANA story related how 
Dr. Angelinovic was looking 
through the iron bars of his prison 
cell in the north coast town of 
Rometta when he saw soldiers in 
the distance. He could net tell 
their nationality, but he knew that 
if they were Germans, he had 
only a few minutes to live.

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY—(By Wireless) —The engineer- | 
ing forces with our Army are trained and organized to a high | 
degree, and engineering morale is proud and high. | 


‘Strange thing, it used to be the 
fashion to surt of sneer at the 
engineers, but that day has pass- 
ed. Even the infantry takes off 


its hat to them—for not infre- 
quently the engineers are actually | 
out ahead of the infantry. | 
Before launc’'g into many de- 
tails of how the engineers work, | 
lll explain how their organiza- | 
tion is set up, for it will make it) 
easier for you to anderstand their. 
job. Each infantry division has a) 
battalion cf engineers which is 
actually part of that division and | 
works and sufers with it. The) 
battalion consists of four comp-| 
anies totalling around 800 men. 
Leapfrogring Progress. 
Sometimes all the companies 
are working in separate places 
with various infantry regiments. 
At other times, in mountainous 
country, when the whole division 


is strung out in a single line 20 
miles or more long, the engineer 
companies keep leapfrogging each 
other, letting one company £0 
into 24 hour reserve about every | 
three days Jor « much needed rest. | 

Behind these division engineers | 
are what are called corps engi-| 
neers. They are under control of. 
the Second Army Corps and can) 
be shifted anywhere at the corps’ | 
command. Corps engineers follow | 
up the division engineers, stréngth- | 
ening and smoothing the neces-| 
sarily makeshift work of the divi-| 
sion engineers. 

The Perfect Job 

Captain Ben Billups of Alama- 
gordo, N. M., put it this way: 

“Our job is to clear the way for 
our division of roughly 2,000 ve- 
hicles to move thead just as 
quickly as possible. We are inter- 
ested only in the division. If we 
“were to build a temporary span 
across a blown bridge, and that 
span were to collapse one second 
after the last division truck had 
crossed, we would have done the 
theoretically-perfect job. For we 
would have cleared the division, 
yet not wasted a minute of time 
doing more-than we needed to do 
when we passed. 

“Then it is the corps engineers’ 
job to create a more permanent 
bridge for the cupply convoys 
that will be following for days | 
and weeks afterward.” | 

Often there is jealousy and con- 
tempt between groups of similar 
types working under divisions and | 
corps. 


Mutual Esteem \ 

But in the engineers it is'a 
sort of mutual-esteem society. 
Each respects and is proud of the 
other. The corps engineers are’ 
s0 good they constantly are at. 
the heels of‘the division engineers, | 
and a few times, with the division | 
engineers 100 per cent occupied. 
with an especially difficult demo- 
lition, they've pushed ahead and 
tackled fresh demolitions them. 
selves. 

At first, particularly, all the of-| 
ficers of the engineers battalion 
were graduate engineers in civil 
life, but with the army expanding 
so rapidly and professional ex- | 
perience running so thin, some 
younger officers now assigned to. 
the engineers have just come out 
of officers’ school and have littk 
or no engineering experience. 

Few Are Experienced 

Of the enlisted men only a hand. 
ful in each company ever had. 
any construction experience. The. 
rest are just run of the mine—one. | 
time clerks, butchers, cow punch 
ers. That little handful of ex 
perienced enlisted men carries the 
load and they are as vital as any-| 
thing I know of in the Army. 

Practically every man in an) 
engineering company has to Gou-| 
ble on half a dozen brasses. To- 
day he'll be running a mine de- | 
tector, tomorrow he'll be a stone 
mason, next day a carpenter and 
the day after a plain pick and 
shovel man. But, unlike the com-| 
mon laborer at home, he’s picking 
and shoveling under fire about 
half the time. 

4 Main Duties 

In the book of organization the | 
duties of the engineers are mani- 
fold. But in the specialized war- 
fare in Sicily many of their book 
duties just don't exist and their 
main work is concentrated down 
into four vital categories.

Hotel Steward 


Is New Suspect 


In WACSlaying 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—(/) 
Saul A. Rabb, chief deputy Marion 
county prosecutor, announced to- 
night that Robert De Armond, 40- 
year-old hotel steward who once 
served a five-year prison term, 
has been arrested in connection 
with thé slaying of Corporal Ma- 
oma L. Ridings, of Camp Atter- 
bury. in her hotel room Saturday 
night. 

Charged with vagrancy, he was 
placed under $1,000 bond. 

De Armond was employed days 
in the hotel and nights at an 
amusement park. Rabb said he 
left the hotel job at 6 p. m. Sat- 
urday night and reported for work 
at the park an hour and thirty- 
four minutes later. 

The body of the WAC corporal, 
who checked into the hotel late 
Saturday afternoon, was found 
about 8:30 p. m., mutilated and 
only partly clothed. 

Rabb said De Armond was con- 
victed June 1, 1934, of an attack 
on a 10-year-old gir] at Brookville, 
Ind.. and was sentenced to two 
to 21 years. November 13, 1939, 
he was transferred from the In- 
diana state prison at. Michigan 
- City to the Central Indiana (men- 
tal) hospital here. He was re- 
leased from the hospital last 
April 28. 

At the time of his conviction he 
was a Fountain county school 
teacher. married and the father of 
one child. 

Released from the hospital, Rabb 
said. De Armond was placed in 
custody of his father, John De 
Armond, who made monthly re- 
ports to the hospital and reported 
the son “doing exceptionally 
well.” 

Detective Lieutenant Noel Jones 
said a vagrancy charge filed Tues- 
day night against Robert Wolfing- 
ton, 22-year-old hotel bellboy who 
has been held for questioning, 
would be dropped tomorrow and 
the youth released. He had re- 
ported delivering ice to Corporal 
Ridings’ room a few hdurs before 
her body was found.

Tea Quotas Increased

The order, retroactive to July 1, 
increases quotas for the last two 
quarters of 1943 from 50 to 60 per 
cent of deliveries for the same pe- 
riods of 1941. 

The order also permits the pack- 
ers and receivers to utilize, dur- 
ing the first month of any quar- 
ter period any unusued portion of 
their quota for the preceding quar- 
ter.

of the matchless farming resources 
of the Blue Grass state. 

A Kentucky law forbids the 
working of any prisoner outside 
the walls of the prison. As a re- 
sult, there is no convict camp sys- 
tem, no prisoner working on the 
roads as there are in other south- 
ern’ states. 

Four Institutions. 


Kentucky’s prison system is lim- 
ited to four institutions, but. each 
of these is an impressive effort to- 
ward quick rehabilitation of the 
men, women and children who run 
afoul of the state’s laws. 

In Eddyville is the newly com- 
pleted state penitentiary, one of 
the most impres:ive institutions in 
the nation. Inside the walls of Ed- 
dyville, the convicts are kept busy 
with simple chores, 

The reformatory at LaGrange is 
a prison without the usual forbid- 
ding prison wails. Only a simple 
wire fence surrounds these build- 
ings. Inside those wire fences, the 
better type of convict operates one 
of the largest farms in Kentucky, 
raising vegetables and other farm 
products, The reformatory boasts 
one of the finest herds of Holstein 
cattle on record in the United 
States. More than a million gallons 
of food have been canned at the 
reformatory this year. 

In the woman’s prison in anoth- 
er section of the state—at Pine 
Bluff—there is a 380-acre farm. 
The prison itself .s a modernistic 
building, looking more like a 
swanky apartment house than like 
a prison. 

Then, there is the reformatory 
for the boys and girls too young 
to be sent to the prisons. The 
youngsters are taught to farm and 
they operate a cannery. 

Governor Keene Johnson, talk- 
ing today with Frank Gross, 
president of the Georgia senate, 
and Roy V. Harris, speaker of the 
Georgia house of r®presentatives, 
was interested chiefly in the 
state’s parole system. 

“You mean =~your 
board?” asked Harris. 

“We grant no pardons in Ken- 
tucky,” said Governor Johnson. 
“We let the prisoner work his way 
to freedom by earning a parole. 
He can move back to free life 
when he has earned that right.” 

Governor Johnson argued 
against the use of prison labor in 
any work that might conflict with 
the operations of private capital. 


Avoid Printing. 


He argued against any opera- 
tion that might embroil the state 
officials in a dispute with labor 
organizations. 

“We have never tried to de- 
velop a printing plant,” he said, 
“because ‘printing is a highly 
skilled craft. It takes gars for 
a man to learn to be a printer. 
I believe we have had only one 
printer in prison in the last 10 
years. Very few printers get into 
trouble that lands them in a pen- 
itentiary.” 

The Governor argued against 
furniture factories in prisons. 

“For one thing,” he said, “there 
is an old Interstate Commerce 
Commission law that makes it il- 
legal for  prison-manufactured 
_— to be shipped across a state 
ine 

He was told that Virginia and 
North Carolina manufacture fur- 
niture for use within the state. 
The Governor brushed the sug- 
gestion aside. 

“Don’t Need Them.” 

“We don’t need all those indus- 
tries,” he said. “We keep our 
prisoners busy working on jobs 
concerned with the conduct of the 
institutions—and we encourage 
farming in an extensive way.” 

The Governor pointed out that 
under the Kentucky system of 
quick parole for good conduct and 
earnest effort, prisoners don’t stay 
long enough in the Kentucky pris- 
ons to learn trades or crafts.

In New Caledonia

WELLINGTON, N. Z.—(Delayed)—As I went through the wards 
of one of the New Caledonia hospitals, I came to a man with his right 
arm gone, but he was not downhearted. “I can tie my tie with 
Rerenaeaa my left hand already,” he said. He knew that

he was started on the long trip homeward and 
he could go on with his job. His next words 
took my breath away, however: “I come from 
Dutchess county, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and when 
you get home tell the boys at the toll booth 
on Midhudson bridge that you saw Nick.” Sa, 
now my fellow townsmen, I am telling you and 
please give him a warm welcome, for he’s @ 
brave man. 

Next I found myself talking to a former 
miner from near Scranton, Pa., and what he 
feels about Mr. John L. Lewis I would regret 
to have him feel about anyone else. I rather 
re representative of those of the vast majority 
of men over here. He had no resentment towards the miners them- 
selves. They were: his people and they didn’t understand. Buf 
against the leadership imposed on them, he was plenty bitter. 

These boys don’t worry about themselves unless they are just 
facing some loss and haven't had time to pull themselves together. 
But one very badly wounded man, with one eye gone and a bad 
head wound and other injuries, had slow tears running down Ris 
cheek. He said, “I’m not wondering about me, but I’m wondering 
about all my buddies.” To my surprise as I went into a Red Cross 
club for service men I saw a young lieutenant whom I knew, and 
almost simultaneously met Mr. Robert Atmore, formerly a master 
at Choate school and now here for the Red Cross. 


The men all tell me that one of the curious things about the 
war is the way your friends turn up at unexpected times. This is 
especially true of fliers, who certainly get about. I’ve signed “short 
snorters” with bills attached that seemed to me to cover about 
every corner of the world. 

As we traveled from place to place in New Caledonia, we passed 
many trucks loaded with men from every branch of the service, 
both white and colored. I tried to wave to them and say hello, 
and was much amused to hear behind me on occasion, “Hello, 
Eleanor!” 

The MP’s, who have been constantly on the jump looking after 
us wherever we went, had tacked up in their office a cartoon where 
the fat lady tells her husband that she thinks I've still covered a 
few more miles than my husband has. I’m quite sure the MP’s 
thought I had covered them all in one day on New Caledonia. 

_ Admiral Halsey’s house boys had arranged flowers very beau- 
tifully. New Caledonia is a land where flowers grow abundantly, 
so even in the midst of war, one may enjoy color, fragrance and 
charming arrangements. These boys were especially nice to me 
and brought me a breakfast tray with a rose in my finger bow! and 
little bouquets to wear. They stood patiently waiting for me to 
sign their cards with a smile always on their faces. 

Each time I came back to the air transport command ship, I 
got a thrill of pride as I looked at the ship and realized its speed 
and capacity for transport. It means an increased delivery of all 
the necessities of war and a greatly improved mail service, which 
is of such importance to the men. Without this service, the war 


would not be going so well today.

School Luneh Must Carry 
One-Third of Day’s Food 


Only one more weekend remains, main part of any lunch-box meal time on a floured board to an 


of the long summer vacation allot- 
ed to the school crowd. After 
Labor Day the hours of play and 
swimming and sunning will have 
to give way to hours in the class- 
room. And as the children of 
school age settle down to work, 
the matter of health, and of cor- 
rect feeding which is so vital a 
part of any health program, must 
receive greater consideration. 

Three well balanced meals each 
day are indispensable if the child 
is to get nourishment for maxi- 
mum growth and development. 
Each meal, breakfast, lunch and 
dinner,—must be considered im- 
portant in itself for the food needs 
of a growing child are so great it 
is impossible to get enough food 
at one meal to make up for a de- 
ficiency in another. This is the 
reason why the school lunch is 
such a vital factor in child health, 
and why breakfast should be a 
good meal, eaten in comparative 
rexalation, instead of the hastily 
swallowed makeshift it is allowed 
to become in many homes. 

If the child eats lunch at school, 
and is encouraged to select a lunch 
in accordance with nutritional 
standards, the mother’s lunch prob- 
lem automatically is solved. But 
many children must carry the 
lunch to school. If the child or 
war worker in the home must 
carry a packed lunch, then by all 
means obtain a lunch box for 
them. How much more attractive 
is the lunch arranged with some 
thought and care in the lunch box, 
than one just wrapped in paper. 
Keep the lunch box scrupulously 
clean and air it when it is not in 


use. Keer waxed paper and paper 
napkins on hand, and paper salad 
and drinking cups. These not only 
make the lunch more attractive, 
but enable the packer to include 
things like custards and sagads 
which otherwise could not be car- 
ried.

Make different cookies for the 
lunchbox, and always include 
something crunchy such as a tart 
apple, some celery or carrot sticks 
or peanuts. 

Here are some sandwich fill- 
ings that carry well in’ the lunch 
box and that are full of food 
value: 

1. Hard cooked egg chopped 
fine, mixed with crisp bits of 
bacon, finely cut celery, blended 
with a little mayonnaise. Spread 
thickly on buttered slices of en- 
riched white or whole wheat bread. 

2. Cream cheese, grated raw 
carrot and chopped salted pea- 
nuts, blended with mayonnaise 
and spread thickly on buttered 
raisin bread. 

3. Put sharp-flavored American 
cheese through the food chopper, 
mix with grated horseradish and 
a little catsup to make a thick 
paste. Spread on buttered rye 
bread, 

4. Split and butter soft frank- 
furter rolls. Put a thick slice of 
well-seasoned baked meat loaf 
between the halves and season 
with a little chopped pickle relish. 

5. Mash cottage cheese fine, 
mix with a little grated raw car- 
rot, a lot of finely chopped cel- 
ery, a little grated onion and 
finely minced lettuce or young 
spinach leaves. Blend with may- 
onnaise to moisten and spread on 
buttered enriched white or whole- 
wheat bread. 

6. Mix chopped American 
cheese, a little finely chopped 
chipped beef, grated onion and 
catsup or chili sauce to make a 
mixture of spreading consistency. 
Spread on buttered rye or whole- 
wheat bread. 

These cookies will find favor 
with the school luncher: 


Raisin-Filled Cookies. 

Filling: Put 2 cups seeded 
raisins through the food chopper, 
first rinsing them in cold water.

Put a thick layer of the sliced to- 
matoes in a large crockery bowl 
or jar, sprinkle with 4 tablespoons 
salt, add a thick layer of tomatoes, 
another 4-tablespoons of salt, then 
the rest of the onions and peppers 
sprinkled with 2 tablespoons salt. 
Cover with the rest of the toma- 
toes and another 4 tablespoons 
salt. Put a plate on top of the 
mixture arid let stand overnight. 
In the morning drain off the juice 
through a colander and discard it. 
Rinse the vegetables with 1 cup 
cold water and let drain well, Put 
them in a large saucepan, add 
mild vinegar to cover, then 2 cups 
corn syrup (light or dark), 2 cups 
white or brown sugar, 1 table- 
spoon cinnamon, 1 teaspoon all- 
spice, 2 tablespoons dry mustard 
mixed with a little vinegar and 
1-2 teaspoon ground cloves. Mix 
well, heat slowly to the boiling 
point and boil gently for about 
30 minutes or until the tomatoes 
are transparent...

How To ‘Make Things’ Learned 


By Teachers at Emory 


By JANE NOLAND, 

The rod which, spared, would 
spoil, the child has been whittled 
into a “rhythm stick” and the 
young intelligentsia has taken up 
airplane modeling with the newest 
development in Georgia lower- 
school education, which grew out 
of a six-week “education work- 
shop” held this summer at Emory 
University. 

Attended by hundreds of Geor- 
gia teachers, the workshop, plan- 
ned to arm teachers for the fight 
against the growing juvenile de- 
linquency brought on by the war, 
worked on a theo (expressed 
yesterday by R. A. Yoder, teacher 
of industrial arts a: North Fulton 
High school) that “a child must 
see success.” 

“Writing and speaking ar: only 
two of the means of expression,” 
he believes. “It is instinctive to 
é€xpress with the hands, and crafts 
should be recognized as a third. 

“Much delinquency and mental 
maladjustment -can be attributed 
to neglect of this field, since a 
child can be made to feel he is a 
success in that line even if he is 
unable to keep up with the others 
in classic subjects.” 

Putting theory into practice, the 
teachers themselves learned to 
“make things” this summer, not 
only to instruct their pupils in a 
mode of “expression through their 
hands,” but, equally as important, 
to teach in school a wholesome 
occupation for after-school hours 
when mother is, as in many cases, 
away at her war work. 

Miss Julia Swiney, another 
workshop teacher whose winter- 
time occupation is teaching the 
first grade at Georgia Avenue 
school, designed and made, at the 


ooo 


‘Shop’ 
cost of $1, a complete ‘set of 
rhythm instruments which, order- 
ed from the manufacturer, costs 
$25. Her materials were “stuff left 
over from the scrap drive.” 

She fashioned tone blocks from 
rolling pins, “jingle sticks” from 
old bottle stoppers, drums from 
tin cans and pieces of inner tub- 
ing, cymbals from scraps of sheet- 
metal topped with spools—a com- 
plete set for 30 children to enjoy. 

“And the best part,” she ex- 
plains, “is that they can learn to 
make them themselves.” 

Along the same lines, Miss Lil- 
lian Speir, of Highland school’s 
sixth grade, spent the summer 
with a jigsaw and balsar wood 
making B-17’s and P-38’s. Other 
teachers took courses in clay mod- 
eling, in sketching, in carving. 

Teachers became so taken with 
the idea, in fact, that in some sec- 
tions of the state plans are under 
way for after-school crafts ses- 
sions. ‘

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More Cotton Goods 
Seen by End of Year 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—(AP)—The shortage of cotton tex- 
tiles which has plagued the civilian market for months may 
begin to clear up considerably by the end of this year, a sur- 
vey of cotton trade authorities indicated today. 


The big “if’—and there is one 
—is whether lack of skilled help 
may offset an improved situation 
for civilians caused by cancella- 
tion of many Army orders for cot- 
ton goods. 

If the labor problem does not 
become markedly worse in the 
current and last quarters of 1943, 
the present scarcity of denims for 
overalls, work shirts, jeans, drills 
and whipcords for trousers stand 
to be partly remedied by January 
1, trade circles said. 

Better civilian supplies of sheets, 
pillowcases, bath towels and print 
cloths also were forecast. The lat- 
ter would encompass more wom 
en’s sports, street and play 
dresses, bedspreads, smocks romp- 
ers, drapes and aprons. 

Mill experts said exacting Of- 
fice of Price Administration ceil- 
ings hampered their efforts to in- 


crease production because they 
could not afford to. work employes 
more than 40 hours a week, pay 
them time and one-half or double 
for overtime and still makea legit- 
imate profit. 

Many New: England textile mill 
employes have left their jobs for 
work in shipyards and other 
heavy war industries despite the 
fact that cotton cloth production 
has been classified as essential by 
the government.

Criminal Cases 


Reduced, Says 


Judge Lovett 


One cheerful result of the war 
is that it has caused a drastic re- 
ductien in criminal cases in fed- 
eral courts throughout the land. 

That information came _ yester- 


day from Federal Judge A. B. Lo- 


vett, of Savannah, who was a vis- 
itor in Atlanta before beginning 
vacation from his court duties. 

“‘Peacetime crimes not only have 
been greatly reduced,” Judge Lo- 
vett said, “but the moonshine boot- 
legger has just about been chased 
out ef business.” 

The judge said he understood 
that whisky cases of the internal 
revenue department had dropped 
about 50 per cent since the war 
began. He attributed the decrease 
to the shortage of sugar. 

“In the rural sections, however,” 
he said, “the small bootleggers are 
finding it much more profitable to 
work in the shipyards or some 
other war industry.” 

The judge said the war has re- 
sulted in “splendid salaries,” but 
said he was afraid that many of 
the workers prospering now are 
going to suffer a “great shock” 
after the war. 


Mixed Drinks 
LegalinAlbany, 
Retailers Claim 


Mixed beverages containing not 
more than 21 per cent of alcohol 
may be sold legally in Albany, 
counsel for 11 retailers, asserted 


during a hearing there yesterday. 

A. M. Durden, counsel for the 
dealers, contended that the city of 
Albany had legalized the selling 
of such beverages by the drink, 
and that it has been the policy of 
the state to permit sales thus le- 
galized. His assertion was made 
at a hearing ordered by C. A. Gil- 
lespie of the liquor control unit. 

Gillespie, who has recommend- 
ed suspension of licenses of 13 re- 
tailers in Macon and Valdosta 
and one in Atlanta this week, said 
after the hearing that he has not 
yet made any recommendations in 
the Albany case. 

Meanwhile, sale of liquor by the 
drink was banned in Macon by 
Mayor Charles L. Bowden. He 
said the city licenses of the six re- 
tailers there would be revoked 
automatically if the state suspends 
their licenses for six days as rec- 
ommended by Gillespie.

Henson Needs 


Arnall’s Okay, 


Say Observers 


An observation that A. L. Hen- 
son could not legally be back in 
his post as director of the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s unemployment 
compensation bureau without be- 


ing approved by Governor Arnall 
has entered the tangled dispute 
between Henson and J. E. B. Stew- 
art for the post. 

Capitol observers pointed out 
that Labor Commissioner Ben T. 
Huiet could not have reinstated 
Stewart unless there were a va- 
cancy—unless, in other words, 
Huiet’s acceptance of Henson’s 
resignation had become effective. 

Since Henson was out with 
Stewart’s reinstatement, they said, 
he could not be brought back to 
the job without gubernatorial ap- 
proval. State law subjects the la- 
bor commissioner’s appointments 
of persons making more than $2,- 
400 to approval by the Governor. 
This job pays $5,000. 

Governor Arnall, in asking At- 
torney General T, Grady Head for 
a ruling on who legally is the di- 
rector, said he had approved re- 
instatement of Stewart. The Gov- 
ernor recently was reported to 
have told Huiet that Henson, a 
Talmadge leader, was repulsive to 
Arnall’s friends. 

When he told reporters that 
Henson would continue as director 
of the bureau, Huiet said he had 
rescinded his acceptance of Hen- 
son’s resignation. He added that he 
had never accepted the resignation 
in writing anyway. Huiet contend- 
ed that he merely reinstated Stew- 
art “on paper” to help him “clear 
his name” after Stewart had been 
out of federally connected employ- 
ment for 18 months on a charge of 
violating the Hatch act. 

Huiet said Stewart agreed to re- 
sign immediately without going on 
the pay roll, and that Stewart 
actually handed in the resignation 
before the reinstatement was com- 
pleted. Stewart claimed he tele- 
graphed Huiet withdrawing his 


resignation before it became ef-, 


fective.

Fires which erased warehouses 
and buildings sent their flames up 
for 1,500 feet as the heavy and 
medium bombers spread ruin ofter 
the fashion of raids :n early Au- 
gust which virtually levelled Sala- 
maua. 

The raiders, which added to the 
havoc by sweeping down to tree- 
top height to pour 90,000 rounds 
of machinegun and cannon fire on 
enemy installations, struck at Ma- 
dang, Amron Mission and Alexis- 
hafen. 

Widespread Havoc. 

“Widespr’ id havoc and destruc- 
tion was wrought in all three tar- 
get areas with warehouses, build- 
ings and headquarters sites left in 
ruins, fuel and ammunition dumps 
exploding and over 50 fires raging 
through the area,” the communi- 
que said. > 

The big fires set could be seen 
for 30 miles. Not a Japanese plane 
was encountered in the air in the 
Madang area, which is just below 
the Wewak sector where more 
than 360 Japanese planes have 
been destroyed recently. The ene- 
my sent up antiaircraft fire but 
some of these positions were at- 
tacked and silenced. 

In the Solomons, gun positions 
guarding the isolated Japanese 
garrison at Vila on Kolombangara 
were destroyed in new attacks by 
dive bombers. 

Vila Shelled. 

Across the Kula gulf on New 
Georgia, American artillery pour- 
ed shells on Vila, where the Japa- 
nese are estimated to have 10,000 
men. 

Above Vila on American-occu- 
pied Vella Lavella Island, the Jap- 
anese air force attempted to raid 
United States positions and lost 
nine planes. 

In the New Guinea sector, Al- 
lied planes destroyed 12 more sup- 
ply barges off the nearby New 
Britain coast. 

In the vicinity of New Ireland, 
where Allied planes recently have 
bombed two destroyers and a 
cruiser, today’s communique re- 
ported that medium bombers “ef- 
fectively bombed and strafed a flo- 
tilla of small cargo vessels and 
barges.” 

Rekata Bay Raided. 

Liberator pilots returning from 
an attack on Rekata bay, once a 
strong enemy seaplane base on 
Santa Isabel, reported that for the 
first time no antiaircraft fire was 
encountered. 

In New Guinea, 750 miles west 
of the Solomons, the most notable 
gain in the tightening drive on 
Salamaua was credited to Yankee 
infantrymen working several miles 
south of the objective along the 
coastal area. 

It was indicated that the Am 
cans had bypassed a tough Ja 
nese position, which now is vir- 
tually surrounded, and then push- 
ed on three-quarters of a mile 
along a ridge which overlooks Sala- 
maua itself.

Workers Aid 
Crop Harvest 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION 

ATHENS, :Ga., Sept. 2—More 
than 9,000 town and city workers 
were placed last week on. farms 
in 37 Georgia counties where pea- 
nuts and cotton are now being har- 
vested, J. William Fanning, state 
supervisor of the emergency farm 
labor program, revealed today. 


With the harvest season in full 
swing in south Georgia counties, 
the labor supervisor revealed that 
“it won't be long before the fields 
will be white again in the red- 
lands of Georgia, and that means 
farmers in north Georgia counties 
will be faced with a labor problem 
as the ‘lay-by’ lull passes.” 


So far this season peanut-shak- 
ing or cotton picking holidays 
have been held or will be held in 
the towns and cities in at least 
26 Georgia counties to help farm- 
ers harvest these vital war crops, 
Fanning said. More holidays will 
be scheduled, he predicted, as cot- 
ton opens in north Georgia. 

Fanningdauded the work city 
people are doing in the peanut 
fields, declaring that “town folks 
have surprised even themselves at 
the response given to the call for 
extra helpers in the peanut belt.” 

Approximately 22 counties have 
indicated that schools will hold 
short or half-day sessions during 
the harvesting season to allow 
children to help with the crops. 
In a majority of cases farmers 
will provide transportation to and 
from farms. However, many city 
people are volunteering to furnish 
their own transportation. 

“The need for labor to harvest 
peanuts,” Fanning said, “is shown 
by the fact that Georgia’s esti- 
mated peanut yield this year of 
950,400,000 pounds will be just 
'about equal to the entire nation's 
' pre-war production. 

At the beginning of the har- 
vesting season it was estimated 
100,000 workers would be
